Dear Senator fulbrlght: 

^four participation in the television program panel 
discussion of the Pentagon papers interested me 
particularly since you differed with some members 
of the panel who asserted that there was a basic 
continuity between the Kennedy and Johnson Vietmam 
policies . 

I have felt that this is a very serious matter - 
one that the American public has been misinformed 
about by the Johnson and Nixon administration. 

I wrote to Max Prankel questioning hie assertion 
in the New York Times that there had been a basic 
continuity in Vietnam policies for the past three 
presidencies. Ke replied confirming his conviction. 
In reply, I wrote a letter, a copy of which is 
enclosed, which gives him some of the documentation 
I have found to the contrary. I feel that this is 
an issue that needs to be documented and corrected 
as finally and as decisively as possible. 

Disillusionment with all of the government is harm- 
ful, When no light and wisdom in federal policy 
is to be seen at all, it leaves more room for 
disillusionment and hopelessness.
